PIONEER MORE AN COUNTY MERCHANT 
RECALLS Til® DAYS OP THE OX CART 
The early days of Morgan 
County's 
history, 
when 
goads were hauled to rural sections by ox carts and sales­ 
men made their rounds in a horse and buggy are recalled 
in an interesting story related in The Nashvilk Tenues- 
mean's Firing Une section by M. W. RatUff, of Soaier- 
dlle, Route 4. 
It was in August, 1874, that Mr. Ratliff, with Ms part 
íer, R. M. Carter, bought their first bill of goods from 
% wall known Nashville company, the atory says, and 
dnee that time Mr. Ratliff continuously ha a traded with 
jhe.same firm. Over the span of half a century, the Mar­ 
ran County merchant has been a valued customer of 
Ale concern and during all of that thpe only one raisun- 
lerstanding has ever marred the business relations. It is 
i remarkable atory of friendship in the business world. 
Long before the present splendid rural route service 
vas built up by the postoffice department, Mr. Ratliff's 
'■"d uore shipped to Decatur and from here they were 
tauied by an ox cart to his first place Of business, Ap- 
>le Grove, some 30 pillee southeast of here. 
Two trips 
vere made each week by the driver of the cart, and Mr. 
.tatllfi has written that these trips were looked forward 
o as eagerly as the passages of the Pan-American are! 
tow.” 
The contrast which the pioneer merchant draws between 
he early days of the county and the present time is very 
drilling. 
*Ir' ***tiiff is a native Alabamian, his grandfather hav- 
ng come to this county from Kentucky on horseback, 
-fere he was one of the organizers of the county. 
The elder Ratliff found, instead of the present pro­ 
gressive community, bands of roving Indians who somo- 
Jmes forced t£e white settlers to flee across the Ten- 
«essee river to sav¿ their lives, when the redskin con- 
lucted .periodical raids on the valley farms, driving away 
he owners and making merry with the crop#. When one 
arm had been despoiled, the Indians generally moved on 
0 another, staying as long as the provisions there lasted. 
Mr. Ratliff, who now is 72 years of age, and in good

nany changes in Morgan cotínty.
